NAZI GOVERNMENT 
IN BUSINESS ON 
BIG SCALE 


(E ditor's Note: 
W hen the 
H itler regime announced tttfis 
week a new decree enabling the 
government to draft anyone in 
the country for labor purposes 
because of a "labor shortage,” 
m ost readers asked 
w hether 
Germany's unemployment prob­ 
lem really had been solved and 
if so I tow it was done. In the 
following story, the chief of 
The Associated Press bureau in 
Berlin tells what has happened 
and the price paid fo r th e re ­ 
sults.)

fuehrer Adolf 
Hitler, 
during a 
period of world-wide depression, 
has worked a seeming economic 
miracle in the labor field. 
Not only 
has 
unemployment 
been, reduced from 6,000,000 at 
the time 
of 
his 
assumption of 
power in January, 1933, to 338,- 
000 today, hut his adm inistration 
bas embarked upon such gigantic 
public works schemes th at there 
is a shortage of skilled workers. 
This shortage was called sharp­ 
ly to 
attention 
last 
Thursday 
when it was cited as necessitating 
a special decree enabling the gov 
ernm ent to draft anybody in the 
country wanted 
for 
labor 
pur 
poses considered essential to the 
state’s welfare. 
State Comes F irst 
How did H itler 
do 
it? 
This 
question is often asked by visiting 
foreigners. 
Briefly, the situation 
may 
he 
summarized as follows: 
H itler, realizing his regime was 
to stand or fall on the solution of 
» 'a: employment problem, laid 
aside Iii) considerations for per­ 
sonal liberty, private preferences, 
regard for foreign countries and 
Individual savings, and subordi­ 
nated these to the needs of the 
state. 
Also, the government went into 
business 
on 
a 
large scale and 
went in it to stay. 
H itler in 1933 built an econom­ 
ic wall around Germany and pre­ 
vented any capital from leaving 
except for the purchase of essen­ 
tial raw m aterials w ith 
govern­ 
m ent approval. 
Jew s Squeezed Out 
Owners of capital within Ger­ 
many were compelled to disgorge 
and place their money a t the dis­ 
position of the state. 
Broadly 
speaking, 
Germany 
stopped paying debts abroad, but 
continued to use foreign credits. 
Private capitalism 
practically 
ceased in the realms of banking, 
shipping and heavy industries. 
Dividends payable in cash were 
lim ited to six per cent, any excess 
becoming subject to investm ent as 
the government might direct. 
Jew s were squeezed out of their 
businesses and forced to em igrate 
a t losses which ran as high as 95 
per cent of their wealth. 
Hand in hand with progressive 
scuttling 
of 
private 
property, 
public 
debts 
mounted 
rapidly. 
They are estimated 
by reliable 
foreign observers to have increas­ 
ed from 20 billion reichsm arks in 
1933 to 60 or 70 billions today.

Resolution Demands That 
Ousted Officers Be 
Reinstated 


Detroit, 
June 25 
(ZP)— Repre­ 
sentatives of a “third faction” in 
the ranks of the strife-torn Unit­ 
ed Automobile W orkers adopted a 
resolution late today calling for 
“ immediate reinstatem ent” of five 
international officers of the union, 
recently suspended by President 
Homer M artin. 
Thirty-five union members, all 
officers of UAW locals in the De­ 
troit area, signed the resolution. 
The resolution said 
the 
sus­ 
pensions “jeopardize 
the 
whole 
life and future of our union 
and 
the CIO.” It also advised the un­ 
ion’s 
international 
officers 
to 
“stop name-calling and get back 
to solving union problems.” 
Presidents of the West Side, 
Briggs, Hudson, Chrysler, Murray 
Body and Chevrolet gear and axle 
locals were among those signing 
the statem ent. 
The group authorized a special 
committee to ask M artin for an 
appointm ent to discuss reinstate­ 
ment, with the power to take the 
m atter direct to John 
L. 
Lewis, 
chairman of the

Industrial Organization, if Martin 
should refuse to see them.

Bass Are Wary But 


Surface Lure Will 


Usually Take Them 


BY OZARK RIPLEY 
The advice to keep as much ae 
possible out of sight of the quarry 
and create no disturbance is about 
the best that can be given bate 
fishermen. 
Sometimes bass are in 
such avid striking mood that dis­ 
turbances 
which 
could 
e a s i l y 
frighten them at other times seem 
to have no effect on them. 
They 
will hit almost any lure offered on 
these occasions no 
matter 
how 
clumsily presented by the fly or 
bait caster. 
This is the exception 
instead of the rule. 
The careful, 
quick caster or live bait fisherman 
throughout the season can show 
the best worth while score. 
The bass fly rod fisherman cer­ 
tainly has great 
success 
fishing 
with the modern cork-bodied bugs 
when bass are striking on the 
surface. 
When they are in this 
mood, it is sometimes exceedingly 
amazing from what 
great 
depts 
they will come for the floater. 
In 
hot weather very early in the morn­ 
ing and late in the evening are best 
for floating bug technique. 
Strategy Needed 
When all attempts fail with the 
fly rod to lure bass to the surface 
underwater flies are the ones which 
are pretty near certain to bring 
good 
response. 
The 
underwater 
feather minnow with 
its 
outrlg 
wing 
arrangement 
of 
streamers 
tempts many a Ane bass into strik­ 
ing. 
Once while at Lake Penaga, 
the writer had tried most every­ 
thing. 
Bass would 
not 
respond. 
Something urged me to try a Bab­ 
cock feather minnow. 
It brought 
the limit in a short time. 
The old eyed feather flies at­ 
tached lo spinners produce well 
when bass are feeding deep. 
After 
a strip of pork rind is added as an 
extra enticement. 
Most all of the 
modern underwater fly rod lures 
tempt the broilze-backs. 
Watching where has* are feed­ 
ing, whether on the 
surface 
or 
down deep, helps bait casters a lot 
and actually develops bass strategy. 
Most of the plugs land Just a foot 
or so beneath the surface and are 
mighty attractive in their various 
colorations and shapes. Those who 
do not have good 
success 
with 
plugs can trace it to reeling the 
lure too rapidly or casting where 
no bass ever stays. Then there are 
many who lost good 
chances 
to 
catch bass by creating disturban­ 
ces or giving the Ash a sight of 
them. 
Bass can't be made to come 
to a lure when they see a man at 
the same time. 
Depend upon And­ 
ing bass down deep 
when 
the 
weather is exceedingly cool or In 
warm weather when the sun is 
shining brightly and around mid­ 
day.

Surface lures are used very effec­ 
tively in hot weather, early iu the 
morning, late in the evening or at 
night. 
There are many types and 
shapes of modern lures for this 
purpose. 
There is one 
of 
light 
wood and with light spinners in 
front and rear. 
These 
spinners 
produce a commotion on top of the 
waler which tempts bass. 
There 
are other modern lures for surface 
Ashing which are not equipped with 
spinners but are shaped to rreate 
a fuss on the surface when reeled. 
The hest method to use with the 
surface lure is to cast far. reel 
slowly and then stop every ten sec­ 
onds. 
Bass must think they are

Veteran guides, of course,

ness roads, which usually are not

more miles directly north into the

you’re as likely to as not see a 
deer bound in front of your car 
around most any bend in the road. 
“After you get into the big tim­ 
ber, you’ll hit roads built by the 
CCC and they really are flue roads 
that wend through forested lanes 
which take you to good camping 
grounds on any of a number of 
good lakes. 
Bass, Belle, Peanut, 
Murray, they are all worth a trial.

The Story of OD and AD

How OD and AD Opened their Stores 


OD believed that the way to get customers was to 
sell at low prices, and that the way to sell at low prices 
was to keep his expenses down. So he spent as little as 
possible in fixing up his store. He said he was not going 
to “waste” money on “ trick lighting” and a “ fancy 
front.” He bought large quantities of a few lines of 
merchandise, because that way he got them cheaper.

So he had 
circulars printed and hired boys to distribute them 
from house to house. Sometimes they put them under 
the door or into the mail box, but often they threw 
them on the porch or into the yard, and many were 
blown away.

PANFISH FUN 


Perch, Bluegills, Others 
Afford Great Sport on 
Lighter Tackle

I fish—and not to

Then along came 
someone with a 
light fly-rod out­ 
fit and a fly-book 
full of trout flies 
who was looking

of condition. 
He

were known to in­ 
habit and much to his surprise the 
fun turned out to be real he-man’s 
sport, and soon the world was told 
about it—then things happened. 
They Fight Hard 
Today we find plenty of fly fisher­ 
men elbowing their way thorugh a 
path of youngsters who are “worm­ 
ing” for panflsh off the dock, aud 
the result is that the lithe fly-rod is 
seen swishing a line over waters 
that heretofer were dominated by 
cane poles held in the hands of 
youngsters. 
But maybe that is as 
it should be—for a new discovery 
has been made. 
These little pan­ 
flsh are scrappers from the word 
go when taken on a trout fly and 
due to their prolific habits their 
number is large aud increasing in 
many waters each year, 
so 
the 
sport seems permanent and some­ 
thing that may help to satisfy the 
old timer who has come to the real­ 
ization that brook trout fishing is 
on the wane, due to stream con­ 
ditions and other elements that are 
being studied and partly remedied 
by our conservation forces. 
The lighter the fly fishing outfit 
the better the sport when fishing 
for panflsh. 
As the saying goos, 
“all fish are big fish when captured 
on a fly-rod” Is mostly true in this 
Instance. 
Any of the 8 or 8H feet 
rods are fine for panflshing. 
Your 
local sporting goods merchant most 
likely stocks rods of this weight 
and length. 
The weight can be 
anywhere from three to four and 
one-half comices. 
A number E or 
F fly line works well on a rod of 
•his type, along with a six to nine 
foot tapered gut leader. 
Select a 
few wet flies ranging in size from 
8 to 14. 
Any fly that has a bit of 
tinsel around the body will prove 
satisfactory. 
Cast Close to Weeds 
Cast the fly well out from shore, 
or, lf fishing from a boat, east the 
lure close to the weed beds and 
into the open pockets among the 
lily pads. 
Work the fly by twitch­ 
ing the tip of the rod. 
As a rule 
it is a strike a minute when a 
school of panflsh are located, some­ 
times two a minute. 
Return as 
many to the waters as you deem 
advisable, but take the limit if you 
desire for they are plentiful. 
Crap­ 
pies and bluegills fight hard and 
have a funny cork screw method 
of swirling In the waters after be­ 
coming hooked. 
Its a lot of finl ­ 
and the meal of panflsh is nothing 
to sneeze at after the day’s sport 
Is over.

Winter Fishing Not 
Harmful, Few Fish 
Taken Through Ice 


Ann Arbor— W inter fishing is 
not generally harmful to sum mer 
fishing the Institute of Fisheries 
Research 
of 
the University of 
Michigan and the State Depart­ 
ment of Conservation reports. 
On 
the contrary, winter fishing may 
improve 
sum m er 
fishing by re­ 
moving tho species which prey on 
the fish most popular with sum ­ 
mer fishermen. 
Data 
from 
creel censuses on 
summ er 
and 
winter fishing in J 
Michigan lakes shows that: 
I. | 
Relatively few lakes are fished in 
winter; I. The lakes are fished 
much 
more 
heavily in s u m m e r! 
than in winter; 3. The total catch 
and the catch per hour and per 
acre in winter ar e insignificant 
beside those in summer; and 4. J 
the 
fish 
caught in winter are 
mainly predators. 
The Institute found that slim­ 
mer fishing removed about 3G per 
acre, while winter anglers took 
only about 0.3 of a fish per ai re. 
The effect of summer fishing w a.- 
therefore 
about 
120 times us 
great as that of winter fishing. 
Since Michigan lakes are estim at­ 
ed to Lave a population of over 
I,OOO legal fish per acre, the In­ 
stitute points out, they are m*t be­ 
ing depleted by either summer or 
winter fishing. 
A closed period in “ pike lakes” 
such as Houghton Lake, the insti­ 
tute suggests, protects the Great 
Northern Pike during the spawn­ 
ing season and seems more reas­ 
onable than eliminating the sport 
of 
winter 
fishing which some 
warm weather anglers have urged. 
Ice fishing, officials of the insti­ 
tute believe, may furumli fully as 
much and as valuable recreation 
as summer fishing and is deserv­ 
ing of e<jual consideration. 


Found and Photographed at Last—A Perfect Albino Robin Specimen 


A white (albino) robin is a rarity in the world of birds, but pictures of one ard even more rare. Here 
are pictures of a perfect specimen discovered by Albert Dixon Simmons, Cleveland naturalist, the 
only one he has ever been able to photograph in years of close study of birds. At left the perfection of 
the white plumage may be seen, and the center picture notes the contrast as compared with the parent 
bird, which reared the strange youngster as carefully as the rest of the family. 
This lack of dis­ 
crimination lends strength to the theory that birds are color-blind. The photo at right shows the albino 
bird with wings spread, bravely learning to fly. Such birds are especially rare because their con­ 
spicuousness increases all natural dangers and hazards. 
Simmons refused to reveal where he found 
the white robin, fearing that it might fall victim to some collector who might like very much to add 
a stuffed albino bird to his collection. 
With some of the same characteristics found when albinos 
appear among flowers, animals and humans, this rare bird gives an appearance of having pink eyes, 
because the eyes are colorless, revealing the background of blood-vessels which gives a pinkish tinge 
to pupil and iris. Albino traits are caused by lack of pigment, and in so pure a state as in this case 
it is extremely rare among birds. (Copyright, 1938, by Albert Dixon Simmons.)

William E. Hansen, advertising 
m anager at The Reporter, was in 
Ironwood with Colberg.

sidered the lake fishing expedition 
with apprehension and decided to 
play golf with AUender instead.

In company with Art Johnson,

Farmers have better than a 50-50 
interest in the laud in which we 
live Their importance to the sports­ 
man and other lovers of the out­ 
doors is emphasized by the fact 
that the total farm acreage in the 
United States is two and onelialf 
times as large as all the land under 
public control and the total farm 
acreage is more than half of all the 
land in the country.

In the wake of the sharp slash 
in prices posted by the principal 
subsidiaries of “Big Steel" after 
Friday's close, the president, In 
his evening “fireside chat," had 
said: 
“Today a great steel com­ 
pany announced a reduction 
in 
prices with a view of stimulating 
busienss recovery, and I was grati­ 
fied to know this reduction 
in­ 
volved no wage cut." 
The financial sector apparently 
was a bit confused over the idea 
of drastically lower steel prices 
unaccompanied 
by 
payroll read­ 
justment. 
and 
traders 
stepped 
warily in the initial hour. 
They 
bought rapidly, though, when the 
wage attitude of the steel corpora­ 
tion was clarified. 
Steels, motors, rubbers, farm 
implements, mail orders, utilities, 
oils, coppers, rails and specialties 
were in the forefront of the move.

WAGE CCW EXPECTED 
Pittsburgh, June 25 (ZP)— The 
possible effect of the cut in steel 
prices on the pay envelopes of the 
nation's mil! workers became a 
subject of speculation today as big 
independent producers began to 
match the reduction in prices or­ 
dered by “ Big Steel." 
Union leaders 
withheld 
com­ 
ment on an announcement in New 
York by the U. S. Steel corpora­ 
tion that none of its officials “has 
given any assurances that wage 
reduction 
will 
not 
follow steel 
price reductions yseterday." 
Leading subsidiaries of the na­ 
tion's biggest 
steel 
maker 
an­ 
nounced cuts in products ranging 
from 7 to 21 percent, reducing 
them to the lowest in more than 
IO years. Two large independents 
— Republic Steel and Inland Steel 
—met the reduction and others 
were expected to follow. 
Steel observers regarded a slash 
in wages as possible, pointing to 
the fact that Big Steel alone stood I 
to lose about $50,000,000 In reve­ 
nue through the price cuts, based 
on the estimated volume of busi­ 
ness last year. 
Carnegie-Illinois, U. S. Steel's 
biggest subsidiary, said the price 
cuts were made to meet competi­ 
tive conditions. Republic Steel, in 
following suit, said there had been 
no discussion with employes re­ 
garding any wage cuts but added 
the corporation "will as always 
continue to be competitive with 
the industry both as to wages and 
prices."

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MORPHY RAPPED 
BY FITZGERALD 


Fiscal and Labor Policies 
Are Assailed In 
Address 


Detroit, 
June 25 (IP)— Former 
Governor Frank 
D. 
Fitzgerald 
blasted at Governor’s fiscal and 
labor policies in an address here 
tonight in his campaign for the 
Republican nomination for gov­ 
ernor. 
Fitzgerald charged 
that 
“we 
have been pushed to the brink of 
a precipice 
by 
an 
incompetent 
government.’’ He asserted the au­ 
tomobile strikes last 
winter and 
the labor “holiday” in Lansing 
were principal factors in the re­ 
turn of depression to Michigan. 
Referring to the general strike 
in Lansing a year ago, which the 
United Automobile Workers Un­ 
ion characterized as a holiday, 
Fitzgerald continued: 
“From that day on, 
you 
can 
trace the growing paralysis that 
crept over productive 
enterprise 
in the state of Michigan and in 
the United States. 
Businessmen, 
big and little; citizens with a few 
hundred dollars laid aside to in­ 
vest in homes or modest commer­ 
cial undertakings; workers that 
planned to buy a new car or a 
new radio or a new baby crib— 
all drew back with fear and fore­ 
boding, and kept their dollars in 
hiding. 
“The fact that their state gov­ 
ernment had winked an eye at an 
open defiance of a court 
order, 
that irresponsible 
radical 
lead­ 
ers were in control, that the in­ 
terests of a minority were con­ 
sidered more sacred than the in­ 
terests of the people 
at large— 
these were considerations which 
drove them to cover. 
“And the result? 
You see it 
about you today.” 
Fitzgerald accused tne Demo­ 
cratic adm inistration 
of 
having 
attem pted to place undue empha­ 
sis on the welfare reorganization 
plan and civil service, 
to divert 
attention from its labor policies. 
“Here we are,” he said, “fac­ 
ing the question of whether peo­ 
ple earn their way and live as in­ 


dependent, self-sustaining Amer­ 
icans, or whether they shall be 
reduced to the status of chronic 
dependents 
upon 
government 
dole. And this adm inistration, to 
hide its own sins, would have you 
believe it more im portant to argue 
about the details of administrative 
methods.” 
Fitzgerald told his audience he 
went out of office two years ago, 
leaving a balance of 18,775,000 
in the state treasury, after having 
wiped out a 
$5,370,000 
deficit 
that the previous 
adm inistration 
had left behind. 
“In spite of this, the state of 
Michigan is now headed toward 
a $36,000,000 deficit,” he assert-! 
ed. “The old cry is heard again, 
x x x ‘we are going into debt! I 
They tell you, ‘because we have j 
got to feed the poor.’ 
“They are not going into debt 
because 
they 
must 
feed 
the 
poor. The poor have always been 
fed, 
and 
always will be fed so 
long as humanity survives. They 
are going into debt for one rea­ 
son— because they added $8,000,- 
000 to the state payrolls to take 
care of deserving party workers. 
They are going into debt because 
slip-shod methods have taken the 
place of efficient, 
economic 
ad­ 
m inistration.” 
He offered a warning that “the 
poor cannot be fed out 
of 
an 
empty treasury.” 
Fitzgerald said factionalism fol­ 
lowed the w inter’s labor 
difficul­ 
ties. 
“The feeling among the m ajor­ 
ity 
of 
our 
ciaizens that their 
state government neglected their 
interests, so that it might serve 
minorities to which 
it 
was 
in­ 
debted, drove them 
to 
organize 
in self-defense,” he asserted. 
“The Flint strike and the sub­ 
sequent rebellion at the state capi­ 
tal in Lansing were countenanced 
and condoned by the new state 
government in payment of a cash 
political debt owned to the irre­ 
sponsible leaders of those insur­ 
rections by the government then 
in power.”
